Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1971 • 

In  the  year  there  were  129  Live  Births,  giving  a Birth  Rate 
of  20,3  as  opposed  to  the  national  average  of  16,00.  As  regards 
deaths,  the  position  is  reversed,  there  being  119  deaths,  giving 
a Death  Rate  of  18.3  as  opposed  to  the  national  average  of  11,6. 

There  were  two  Infant  Deaths  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  does  not  call  for  any 
special  comment.  During  the  year  two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  two  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

I wish  to  thank  members  of  the  Committee  for  their  interest 
shown  in  the  work  of  the  department.  Mr.  Wrigley  has  had  a very 
busy  year  and  ny  thanks  are  due  to  him  for  his  help  throughout  the 
year.
